1. PRESIDENTIAL ADVISER NU'MAN, WHO HAS JUST RETURNED, TOLD

THROUGH US (ABU DHABI REFTEL) THAT SHAIKH ZAYID STILL IN ABU

DHABI, IRYANI HAD PREPARED TO LEAVE JANUARY 7. NU'MAN, 

HOWEVER, PASSING THROUGH JIDDA HAD FOUND OUT PRINCE SULTAN 
WOULD NOT BE AVAILABLE TO DISCUSS SAG MILITARY ASSISTANCE FOR 
AT LEAST FIVE DAYS AND HAD THEREFORE RECOMMENDED IRYANI 
POSTPONE ENTIRE TRIP. 
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2. NU'MAN, AS WE DO (SANAA REFTEL), DOES NOT BELIEVE PIECE- 
MEAL REQUESTS FOR ASSISTANCE ARE WISE COURSE FOR YEMEN TO 
FOLLOW. MORE IMPORTANTLY, WITH ARAB OIL STATES PREOCCUPIED 
WITH MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT AND PETROLEUM POLICY, HE DOES 
NOT BELIEVE YEMEN'S NEEDS WILL BE GIVEN REQUISITE ATTENTION 
UNDER PRESENT CIRCUMSTANCES. 

3. RECALL OF AMBASSADORS (SANAA 2462) FOR CONSULTATION HAS NOW 
BEEN EXPANDED TO INCLUDE ALL YAR AMBASSADORS (INCLUDING AMB 
TO UAE QUBATI WHO DUE ARRIVE HERE IN TWO DAYS). THEY ARE TO 
PARTICIPATE IN "NATIONAL DEBATE" UNDER AUSPICES YAR POLITICAL 
PARTY (YEMENI UNION) TO AGREE ON GENERAL LINES OF YARG POLICY 
FOR IMMEDIATE FUTURE. ACCORDING NU'MAN, DETERMINATION HAS

4. NU'MAN EXPECTS DECISION TO RETAIN HAJRI WILL HELP CALM 
SAG UNEASE ABOUT RECENT MOVES TOWARDS RAPPROACHEMENT 
WITH PDRY. ONCE THIS SETTLED, HE WILL RECOMMEND COMPREHENSIVE
